CANADIAN ARMY 
IN HEAVY FIGHT 
FOUR YEARS AGO 


Today is Anniversary of the 
Battle For Arleux-en- 
Gohelle 


A battle of consiicrabie magn tude 
n which Canadian troops played an 
all-tmportam role, ami vet one of the 
least familiar of the major engage- 
mems of the late war, was the fight 
for Arieux-€n-Gohelle, which took 
Place on April 28h, 1917. 

Fallowing the capreure of Vimy 
Ridge on April Sth, the Canadian 
Corps sent out large battle patrols 
which engaged the enemy, and push- 
ed the line forward. By this method 
the Mne was axivanced some consiier- 
able diwtance, but not without heavy 
fighting. Some of these encounters, 
such as the figts for Petite Vimy and 
the Lens-Acras railway, were very 
hitter, and at times the severity of 
he fighting equalled that of the main 
awack on the 9th, Beginning on the 
Sth the weather had cormtinued ex- 
tremely unfavorable, and for many 
Gaye rang the changes on every var'- 
alion of winter, dDringing untold hard- 
ship and misery to the Canadians, 
who had tto capture and mein‘ain 
their gemi-Gestroyed pasitions, litter- 
ed with umburied dead and the foul 
from the debris of battle, alway 
knee-deep in the icy-cold mud and 
always under heavy shell fire 

April 28th was the day eventually 
selected by the British higher com- 
mand upon which a further major 
operation was to be launched against 
the German Iines. The total front 
of attack was approximately § miles 
and to the Canadians was alloted 
the task of protemting the left Mank of 
the attack, and the capture of Arleux. 
For this duty, troops were selecied 
from the let Canadian Division 

Arieux-en-Gohelle is (or was) a vil- 
lage tying on the Doual plain about 
3 miles eam® of the southern end of 
Vimy Ridge. The Canadian assauit 
was delivered against what was 
known as the “Arieux loop,” an intri- 
cate system of trench fortifications 
ermmeshing the village proper. The 
Arieux ruins bolstered up with con- 
crete, encircled with deep belts of 
heavy barbed wire and pitfal’s, ard 
Protected by countless machine guns, 
should have been impregnable, ac- 
cording to the scientific German ca!- 
culations. However, tout and sturdy 
as these defences were, they failed to 
impede the Canadian attack, which

T appesi to you honestly and

to be at least seriously retarded if 
not greatly diminished, leading farm- 
ers are advising other farmers 
not to produce any more than is ab- 
solutely necessary.
